Mrs. Warren's Profession is simply a poor production 
of an out-of-date Shaw play. Actors and director lack exper- 
ience and attitude for the Shaw argument and the result is very 
painful, It is a worthy project for actors to form co-op comp- 
anies to showcase their own talents, as this group of seven did, 
but they would be wiser to pick scripts that show their histronic 
talents off to the best advantage. As it now stands the scroll 
type program, which poses a fantastic problem for filing, isthe 
most interesting item of the evening.

"Theatre Last Night" is the headline the Times has been 
using the day following opening of several out-of-town summer 
productions, The reviews of said items have usually been filed 
3 days after the actual openings. This has been done with the 
agreement of all the critics of the NYC dailies. To the stage- 
struck theatre fan used to reading reviews the day after an 
opening the tiny box detailing that the notice will be on hand 
the following day is frustrating. To cast and staff of the pro- 
duction itself, the delay must be maddening. Granted the prob- 


lems in filing reviews in a hurry in out-of-the way summer spots, 


but perhaps the papers as a service to halt ulcers of all con - 
cerned could give just a hint of the forthcoming review.

The blanket indictment of the poor speech habits of 
the majority of players at both Stratford, Conn , and Strat- 
ford, Ontario, productions by Atkinson, Times, sadly can- 
not be just limited to American productions of the Bard, 
Any script demanding clear, precise English delivered in 
lively style, such as Wilde, Coward or Shaw, fights a los- 
ing battle with most US actors that is enough to sink the 
best intentioned revival. Certain actors seem born with 
the ear and tongue for proper speech, but a minority of 
one or even two per cast is not enough to insure the 
success of an evening. Repertory training in the classics 
over a long period of years, such as is evidenced by the 
members of the Old Vic, is obviously the answer. But 
most young American actors on the run feel one or two 
college and/or Off Broadway trys are sufficient back- 
ground, to bore and annoy audiences with, 


Another summer will go by and NYC will again be per- 
haps the only large city in the country without its own in- 
town outdoor musicals, Central Park's Wollman Rink Area 
is crying for a super musical properly presented. The 
city could gain nothing but money by granting the rights 
to produce shows to a qualified tent producer. New Yorkers 
and visitors will continue to miss top summer entertain- 
ment in a convenient spot at popular prices unless Park 
Commissioner Robert Moses is finally convinced that he 
is wrong in not allowing open bidding by producers for the 
right to present musicals at the Rink area. Obviously the 
summer producers themselves and the theatre fans have 
not presented the right arguments, But perhaps the theatre 
fans could encourage the Convention and Visitors Bureau 
to mobilize their resources to solve the lack of summer 
theatre in Central Park, i
